Why are cucumbers bitter? 


Danish scientists have discovered interesting new facts 
on the growth and flavor of cucumbers. 

Their tests show that good taste goes hand in hand 
with even temperatures. Flavor’s best, in fact, when 
there’s no more than 20 degrees variation around the 
clock. It is a sharp drop in temperature following a 
warm spell that causes bitterness. 


Paper by-product improves soils 


Californians are trying out a new soil conditioner and 
mulch which comes from some of the West’s big paper 
mills. It is a powder made from the sulfite cooking 
liquid used in producing paper. From 200 to 300 
pounds of this will treat an acre. 

Spread as a mulch, seeds germinate normally under 
it and grow through it easily. In addition, the sulfur 
and nitrogen in the powder give the plants a certain 
amount of nutrition. 


Captan stars against black spot 


According to tests at various research centers, includ- 
ing the U.S.D.A. station at Beitsville and the Texas 
Rose Research Foundation, captan is one of the most 
effective of all controls for black spot. However, its 
success depends on use as a spray. In dust form, it is not 
noticeably better than other controls.

Red light is “go” light 

Dr. Stuart Dean of the University of New Hampshire 
has found that tomatoes produce best when they re- 
ceive red light. Using red fluourescent lights, supple- 
mented with some blue, he grew plants that outpro- 
duced those grown under normal light. 

This may explain why tomatoes produce better in 
early fall than they do in midsummer. For as the sun 


moves south, its light loses some of the intensity, allow- 
ing the percentage of red to increase. 


Plant food from algae? 


If experiments at the University of California are pre- 
views of the future, it may not be long before algae 
become an important and inexpensive source of nitro- 
gen for plant food. 

It is known that rice plants are supplied with nitro- 
gen by the blue-green algae present in the swampy 
water where rice grows. The next step to come— 
growing algae artificially and drying it to provide 
fertilizer for other crops. Scientists are already growing 
algae experimentally for the production of protein for 
cattle feed.

n allergy can take such forms as choking the breath-

your body, and vour blood turns out antibodies to fight off 
iders. That's an allergic reaction. In many people, 
however, the blood is fooled, the mechanism goes wrong, 


tibodies are turned out for dust, pollen, wheat, eggs, 

or other foreign substances which aren’t necessarily harmful 
at all. This ‘‘sensitization”’ may result from heredity. It may 
occur only at a particular time in life, then never make 
gain. But once the antibodies are built up to a cer- 

tain foreign substance, there-may be war the next time the 
same substance is introduced. Then, the antibodies are set 
and waiting to do battle—and a histamine or histaminelike 


chemical is thrown off in the reaction. 

Worse yet, the chemical (like a cloud of radioactive dust 
after an atomic explosion) may land any place. It may settle 
on virtually any body organ, not just the skin or breathing

the observation—and meaning it more specifically than 
we do today—one man’s meat is another's poison. 

Recently, repeated attacks of cold sores, canker sores, and 
mouth ulcers have been traced to allergy. So have some 
peptic ulcers and many cases of altered bowel hygiene. 
Also, other symptoms—including pressure and burning in 
the chest and sour regurgitation. 

Mucous colitis and the irritable bowel (dyspepsia, it was 
often called in the past) are often pinned on allergy now. 
Even chronic ulcerative colitis, a serious disorder, has been 
found in some cases to have an allergic base, as has regional 
enteritis with abdominal pain, cramping, and diarrhea. 

In the urinary tract, too, allergy has been found at work. 
Recent investigations have laid the blame on it for some 
cases of kidney colic. An allergy, it now appears, sometimes 
causes cystitis. 


Altergy can play many unpleasant tricks—some serious— 
in the eyes. Puffy, swollen lids is one form of ocular allergy. 
Conjunctivitis, or pink eye, is another. Although styes most 
often come from infection, allergy may be involved when 
they recur persistently. The same is true for chalazions, small 
tumors of the eyelid. 

According to one of the latest medical reports on ocular 
allergy, iritis, retrobulbar neuritis, and even retinal detach- 
ment—all major problems—may be primarily allergic in 
origin. The same report suggests that it might be worth 
checking on the possible role of allergy in producing near- 
sightedness. It’s only a suggestion but based on a five-year 
study in which an unusually high incidence of allergy to 
foods and pollens was found in a group of nearsighted pa- 
tients. These patients seemed to have greatest loss of sight 
when body sensitivity was at its peak. [ Turn to page 31

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They're putting more blame on allergies 


Glaucoma, cause of 12 percent 
of all blindness, has always been a 
puzzler. And most puzzling is the 
chronic, simple congestive type in 
which tension increases in the eye- 
ball, yet everything else seems nor- 
mal. In 1930, one investigator 
made an extract from glaucoma- 
tous eyes removed from 11 patients, 
then injected it into the skin of 
these same patients. The extract 
promptly produced hives. It was 
the first clue. 

It wasn’t until 1947, however, 
that Dr. Conrad Behrens, a lead- 
ing ophthalmologist, reported on 
three patients with glaucoma who 
were checked for food allergies and 
showed continued improvement 
after being placed on special diets. 


- allergy be a factor in hear- 
ing loss? 

A 7-year-old girl had impaired 
hearing in both ears for two years. 
She had a nasal allergy, too. To 
see if allergy might have gone be- 
yond the nose, a simple test was 
devised. Her hearing was measured 
by an audiogram, then measured 
again after an injection of Chlor- 
Trimeton, an antiallergy drug. A 
significant hearing gain took place. 

Subsequently, when _ allergic 
treatment was tried on 80 children 
and adults with hearing loss, the 
investigator reported improvement 
in 70 percent. 

That allergy may be involved in 
many previously mystifying forms 
of muscular pain promises to be 
good news. 

A few years ago, Dr. W. N. Sisk 
of Kalamazoo, Michigan, noted 
that many patients with hay fever, 
asthma, and other classic allergies 
also suffered sudden, excruciating 
pain or generalized muscular aches. 
Frequently, after treatment im- 
proved the hay fever or allergy, the 
pain disappeared. Could allergy be 
the trigger for that, too? 


Dace was a young man who had 
suffered for years with attacks of 
back and shoulder pain. He was 
10 days along in the latest one 
when put on a diet aimed at treat- 
ing allergy. The pain was soon 
gone. There has been no recur- 
rence. There have been similar 
results in other patients with mus- 
cular aches and pains. 

The heart can be allergic, too. 
When allergy hits the heart, it can 
disturb the rate and rhythm of the 
beat. It can produce chest pain 
(like that of angina pectoris) and 
even coronary-artery disease and 
damage to the heart muscle. 

In addition to food and pollens, 
such drugs as aspirin and penicillin 
may produce heart allergy. And 
tobacco is one of the most impor- 
tant irritants, Dr. Joseph Harkavy 
of New York finds. In one study of 
100 patients with coronary-artery 
disease, all heavy smokers, 44 
showed allergic skin reactions to 
tobacco. It was a relatively young 
group, averaging 45 years of age.

In any case of undue fatigue and 
weakness, a recent Annals of Allergy 
report stresses, allergy should al- 
ways be suspected after infection, 
blood and glandular disturbances, 
and other organic problems are 
ruled out. Otherwise, “patients un- 


justifiably may be stigmatized as 


psychoneurotic or even psychotic, 
often being left to cope with their 
disabling symptoms alone.” 


Riiiie. allergic fatigue is con- 
sidered by many allergists to be 
part of the whole problem of cere- 
bral allergy. Evidence has been ac- 
cumulating over many years: 

Dr. Hal M. Davidson of Atlanta, 
Georgia, became interested in cer- 
ebral allergy some years ago when 
one of his patients, a 37-year-old 
lawyer, complained of slight head- 
aches and hive outbreaks. Fre- 
quently, the patient was unable to 
speak plainly. At times, too, he 
would almost lose consciousness 
and be forced to sit down. This 
could happen anywhere—even in 
the middle of a street. The lawyer 
reported this frequently occurred 
after he had eaten eggs, crabs, oys- 
ters, or strawberries. When he 
avoided these foods, he had no 
difficulty with speech, with loss of 
consciousness, or with the head- 
aches and hives. 

Since 1935, Doctor Davidson 
and a group of colleagues have 
studied 5,000 patients with marked 
insomnia, sluggish thinking, stut- 
tering, depression, general unhap- 
piness—all traced to allergy and 
relieved by allergic treatment. 

Apparently, there’s an allergic 
form of epilepsy with seizures 
brought on by sensitivity to a food 
or an inhaled substance. Doctors 
report relief when the offending 
substance is removed, recurrence 
when the substance is reintroduced. 
In one recent survey, 40 allergists 
told of controlling at least one case 
of epilepsy each by using allergy 
management. 

Cerebral allergy, acting like 
giant hives in the brain, thus seems 
to be capable of producing pres- 
sures that may lead to a wide va- 
riety of symptoms. 

And still there’s more—possibly 
a great deal more—to the allergy 
story. Where does allergy stop? No- 
body knows. It’s a relatively young 
field, particularly when it comes to 
work in exploring so-called bizarre 
forms of allergy. 

Even the most fervent of the al- 
lergy experts are careful to point 
out that allergy is not invariably 
the cause of any particular prob- 
lem. It’s one possible cause. It may, 
for example, explain one case of 
epilepsy or high blood pressure, 
but an entirely different cause may 
operate in another case of the same 
disease. 

Many authorities believe that 
the allergy experts have a point 
about the role of allergy in many 
ailments, but they think the al-

In 
1942, Mr. Hopkins was made vice- 
president of the Electric Boat Com- 
pany—today one of the three divisions 
of the huge corporation (the other two:

oo industry today has in its hands a vast new pow- 
er for raising man’s standard of living twenty-five-fold ! 

The power of nuclear fission will within our lifetime trans- 
form our ways of living, our social customs, our economics, 
our politics, our biology, our medicine, our agriculture. 

In my time, I expect to see fleets of commercial atomic 
planes and ships that will move both passengers and cargoes 
at fantastic speeds. Free of limiting fuel problems, they will 
provide cheap, comfortable, safe transport. Even space trav- 
el, at least as far as the moon, may well become a reality 
within the next 50 years. 

It has been my privilege and good fortune to secure a 
close-up picture of this quiet revolution which is going on 
all about us. I have been briefed by the enthusiastic, far- 
seeing scientists of our nation and have worked with the 
Atomic Energy Commission. I have gained exciting, first- 
hand experience through the planning and construction of 
the world’s first atom-powered submarines. 

But most important, all over the country, I have talked to 
that inspiring new breed of engineer and businessman com- 
bined—the A-industrialist—who is already bringing peace- 
ful applications of atomic energy into your life. 

An old-fashioned American “boom,” sparked by confi- 
dence and courage, is translating A-promise into reality. 
Constantly, new companies are being formed to hunt and 
mine uranium, and prospectors by the hundreds are spread- 
ing over nine Western states, from South Dakota to Cali- 
fornia, with all the gusto of the forty-niners. 

Today, more people are exploring for uranium-bearing 
ore than for all the other metallic minerals put together. 
Alerady, we have more than 800 producing mines, the out- 
put of which has been doubling every 18 months. 

In all—and the estimate comes from A.E.C.—uranium

Coffeemaking cues. Be sure your coffee maker is thor- 
oughly clean; scald with boiling water before using. Use 
scouring pad to remove stains. 

Choose coffee of the proper grind for your coffee maker. 

Always draw fresh, cold water for making coffee. 

Heat water to full rolling boil before adding ground 
coffee. 

Find the best timing for your flavor preference and 
coffee maker, and stick with it. 

Never boil coffee. If you do, the flavor floats from your 
coffee maker. And after all, you want the flavor in your 
coffee cup, not in your kitchen! 

Sweeten iced coffee, with a simple syrup, made by sim- 
mering 1 cup water and 1 cup sugar for 3 to 5 minutes.

They're putting more blame on allergi 


lergists haven’t yet proved it con- 
clusively. Too many sweeping gen- 
eralizations, they claim, are being 
made on the basis of only limited 
work. Much more research needs 
to be done before there’s satisfac- 
tory scientific evidence. 

What about treatment? 

We still have a long way to go 
to find a cure for allergy, but we’ve 
come a long way in finding meth- 
ods of relief. 

Avoidance of the allergy-causing 
substance, when practical, is the 
surest method. 

This is often feasible when it’s a 
matter of a food or a few foods. It 
hasn’t been easy in the case of in- 
haled substances. Many causes of 
allergies can’t be avoided, but de- 
sensitization treatments often help. 
Starting with injections of weak 
extracts of the offending sub- 
stances, doses are gradually built 
up until the patient develops a 
greater tolerance.

You may have the perfect window for installing one of the 
handsome new room air conditioners. If so, you’re lucky. 

Chances are, though, you may need that window for better 
light and view, or for straight ventilation during cool hours of 
the day. Or putting the unit in a window might interfere with 
furniture arrangement, with blinds or draperies. 

A good answer is to build in your room conditioner. Then 
it’s out of the way and permanently protected. Six excellent 
places where a unit might be installed are illustrated here. 
You'll see many others if you look for them. 

Wherever you decide, the basic way of building it in is the 
same. A plywood box, or enclosure, is made slightly larger 
than the unit, with cutouts for air outlets, returns, and exhaust, 
and access to control knobs and electrical outlet. 


\ rubber seal is placed around the inside where the unit 
would ordinarily fit through the window to seal it into “‘inside” 
and ‘‘outside”’ zones. The enclosure is then built into the de- 


sired spot, supported by an adequate wood framework. 

Appropriate panels or wall-finish materials are applied over 
the framework, and the openings fitted with louvers or grills. 
The louver opening outside can be movable for access to the 
unit. The opening should be as large as possible. 

In some cases (especially in very humid climates), a metal 
drip pan and drain may be necessary.

If the irradiated plastics 
live up to laboratory promise, 
building materials will be stronger 
than steel, yet only about one- 
seventh as heavy.

They will be all atom- 
processed ‘‘skin,”’ with even the 
windows a transparent plastic of 
the same material. 

In fundamental power, the po- 
tentiality of the atom staggers the 
imagination. Let me put it this 
way: New methods of converting 
Uranium-235 into plutonium raise 
the world’s atomic-energy reserves 
to the equivalent of 90 trillion tons 
of coal. 

Mark that word, ¢rillion. In its 
best year, our great bituminous 
industry has produced something 
less than 631 million of net tons, 
and we are one of the world’s great- 
est coal miners. 


Next, let’s translate into every- 
day language just what such pro- 
digious reserves mean. Secretary 
of Commerce Sinclair Weeks says 
that, converted into industrial 
power, these reserves would ele- 
vate the world’s standard of living 
25 times beyond what it is today. 
In the nick of time, like the hero 
who saved the family farm in the 
old-time melodramas, atomic pow- 
er has arrived to rescue us from the 
dangerous depletion of our min- 
eral fuels like coal, oil, gas. Don’t 
misunderstand me. Right now, we 
have a comfortable supply of these 
conventional fuels, and they are 
far cheaper than atomic power. 
But it will not always be thus. 
At least one expert calculates that 
the world will consume 37 times as 
much energy during the next cen- 
tury as man has produced the past 
2,000 years! Fortunately, the po- 
tential energy reserves from fis- 
sionable materials have been esti- 
mated at approximately two-score 


Not bombs but 


the coal-oil-gas reserves. Already, 
we are tapping this new treasure 
chest of power. 

Last fall, you may remember, 
President Eisenhower waved a 
neutron wand over a cabinet of 
electronic devices in Denver. Some 
1,200 miles away, atop a hill near 
the Ohio River in Shippingport, 
Pennsylvania, an unmanned pow- 
er shovel promptly scooped up 3 
tons of earth. Thus, with a fitting 
touch of the dramatic, work began 
on the nation’s first commercial elec- 
tricity plant to be powered by 
atomic energy. 

This venture, which is the co- 
operative effort of the government, 
Duquesne Light Company, and 
the Westinghouse Electric Corpo- 
ration, will cost some $46 million, 
Rear Admiral Lewis L. Strauss, 
A.E.C., chairman, calls the project 
“more fundamentally a pioneer 
venture than the first railroad to 
penetrate the West.” He, himself, 
hopes to see the day when electric- 
ity will be so cheap that the utility 
companies won’t bother to meter 
the average. home. 

In Washington, a private study 


just completed for investor groups 


predicts that within 20 years about 
twice as much electric power will 
be generated by the atom as is now 
furnished by water power. From 
1975 through the end of the twen- 
tieth century, this survey foresees 
80 percent of all new generating 
capacity will be atomic. 


Renate, so great is the dyna- 
mism of private enterprise that 
none of us can be sure how quickly 
and completely atomic power will 
be upon us. 

Let me put it in 1-2-3 fashion: 

1. Back when the country was 
a-building, our forefathers cleared 
the wilderness, built their cabins, 
laid down their roads, and grew 
their crops by muscle power alone. 

2. Next, in the very early 1800s. 
the industrial revolution reached 
us from England. It was based first 
on water and then coal power. 
Gradually, we learned to: extract 
more and more energy from the 
pound. Today, the yield is about 
2,000 times as much energy as was 
derived from the colonial muscle, 
big and hard as it was. Thus, we 
have built a nation on what you 
might call the energy of muscle- 
pound times 2,000. 

3. Finally, take the awesome 
amount of energy locked up ina 
pound of pure Uranium-235. It is 
the equivalent of 2,500,000 pounds 
of coal! But, for the sake of argu- 
ment, say that we can retrieve only 
a hundredth—1 percent. The 2,000 
factor, which made the America 
we know today, now becomes 
25,000! 


D. you wonder that, in my 
opinion, the atom is revolt supreme 
against the status quo? That I rank 
its revolutionary impact on our 
world economy with the discovery 
of fire, steam, and electricity and 
the power sources of coal, oil, wood, 
and falling water? That I foresee a 
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PPI POWOR neoin on rove 


world of the near future in which 
atomic energy will heat and power 
our factories, light our cities, cook 
our foods, cure our ills, revolutzonize 
our transport, our economics and 
finances, our politics, our agricul- 
ture, or biology? 


This is not ‘‘A-fever.”” I can 
name many who share my en- 
thusiasm. More than 70 compa- 
nies, I know, have been involved in 
studying various aspects of com- 
mercial atomic power. 

For a decade, we have lived un- 
der a dark, mushroom-shaped 
cloud. Because of our preoccupa- 
tion with threatened holocaust, 
many of us have failed to see that 
even an atomic cloud has its silver 
lining. God willing, we can derive 
so many blessings from A-peace 
that there never need be A-war. If 
all men everywhere can be assured 
of cheap power, abundant food, 
the good things of life, as the atom 
does assure them, why in all logic 
and decency should there be war? 

I cannot speak for our adminis- 
tration. I certainly can speak up in 
behalf of American industry. In- 
dustry wants factories, not rubble; 
a future, not a threat. 

Not long ago, before the most 
influential group of builders and 
makers in the world, the National 
Association of Manufacturers, I 
proposed that our government and 
our industry embark together on a 
100-year, worldwide “Atomic 
Marshall Plan.’’ As I envision this 
program, we should “seed” the 
power-short, food-short, water- 
short, life-short areas of the world 
with atomic reactors. Rather than 
short-term give-aways, we would 
thus furnish the ‘“‘have-nots” with 
the cornerstone of continuing, in- 
creasing prosperity. 


The cost need not be large. In 
fact, an international atomic-en- 
ergy program might well pay for 
itself. This is possible simply be- 
cause atomic energy 7s competitive 
right now in nations that have high 
power costs. But regardless of costs, 
any outlay would be trivial when 
compared to the sums sent abroad 
by American taxpayers to support 
our various foreign-aid programs. 

I honestly believe in these emer- 
gency military and economic-aid 
expenditures. They were necessary 
to rebuild shattered economy and 
to check the advance of communist 
power. These grants were effective 
in Europe and partially effective in 
Asia. 

Let me give just one example of 
what the “Atomic Marshall Plan” 
could accomplish. Between 1945 
and 1952, we gave 2 billion, 276 
million dollars in nonmilitary eco- 
nomic aid and credits to power- 
short Japan. 

Had we, instead, been able to 
use that money for the installation 
of industrial atomic reactors by 
American industry, Japan might 
now have about 100 large station- 
ary atomic-power plants with an 
installed capacity of roughly 10 
million kilowatts. It is worth not- 
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ing that Japan’s fotal installed 
capacity in 1952 was only 12 mil- 
lion kilowatts. 

All this without consideration of 
thousands of millicuries of radio- 
isotopes for industrial, medical, 
biological, agricultural, chemical, 
and metallurgical applications! In 
the real “have-nots” of the East, 
with no industry and little or no 
power, such a plan as “‘Operation 
Bootstrap,” if you will, would be 
even more significant. By this op- 
eration, these underdeveloped na- 
tions would, through our help, be 
able to lift their own living stand- 
ards. They would contribute to the 
operation in large degree. 


As his offer of American peaceful 
atomic aid before the United Na- 
tions so eloquently proved, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower wants a worldwide 
sharing of atomic good. When 
Russia resisted his proposal for an 
international pool of atomic energy 
and knowledge for peace, we went 
ahead, anyhow, with Britain, Can- 
ada, Australia, South Africa, and 
France. To prove our intentions, 
we donated 220 pounds of purified 
uranium—enough, according to 
some scientific estimates, to build 
15 modern research reactors. 

“There is no end to America’s for- 
ward road,’ President Eisenhower 
said. Given any worthwhile coop- 
eration from the East, I know he 
would gladly amplify his state- 
ment, and say, ‘‘ There is no end to 
the world’s forward road.” 

The year 1955 could well be the 
year of decision insofar as atomic 
power is concerned. In Geneva, 
the world’s first international con- 
ference on peaceful uses of atomic 
energy will open only a few weeks 
from now with more than 80 na- 
tions participating. 

If the benefits of the atom are to 
be brought to all men, I suggest 
that certain questions should be 
asked at this conference. The an- 
swers to these questions will indi- 
cate whether the peacetime de- 
velopment of atomic energy is to 
be purely a problem for the free 
world or whether it will, in fact, be- 
come a global venture in which all 
mankind will share. 

First, will Russia cooperate with 
other nations in working for atom- 
ic peace? 

Second, will Russia relax its con- 
trols and let its people and the peo- 
ple of its satellites see the vision of 
atoms at work for peace? 

Third, will Russia join other na- 
tions in the greatest opportunity 
yet offered man for his own better- 
ment by opposing the present 
threat of massive atomic destruc- 
tion with the benefits of massive 
atomic creation?

Spray tuberous begonias with captan at the fin 
signs of mildew, and repeat every 7 to 
10 days until mildew disappears. 
Spray tuberous begonias and fuchsias 
daily to keep humidity high in the Sae- 4 
ramento and San Joaquin valleys. 
Sow seeds of cineraria in the fog belt 
Use the Hauke strain for very large flower heads. 
Collect bug-ridden and diseased leaves in paper sack 
while inspecting your garden plants. Burn sack and all. 
Feed annuals and perennials every six weeks.

Dust or spray flowers every 7 to 10 days withé 
multipurpose product to keep plants free of pests.

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Spread a 2-inch acid mulch 
around azaleas, camellias, and 
rhododendrons, and the other 
shallow-rooted evergreens. 

Peatmoss is an excellent 
type to use, for it is both in- 
conspicuous and highly bene- 
ficial to the soil.

speed on to Montreal in Quebec— 
“New France,” as its residents 
proudly describe it. Continue up 
the lordly St. Lawrence to Quebec 
City, the town that never left Eu- 
rope behind. Explore its narrow 
streets, dine on epicurean food, 
savor the view from Dufferin Ter- 
race in front of famous Chateau 
Frontenac. Then start south into 
entirely new land. The forests and 
mountains of Maine soon enfold 
you, but the best of all still lies 
ahead—the Maine coast line, most 
spectacular at Bar Harbor. 

This is a travel bargain for an era 
of inflated costs—$500 to $600 for 
13 days of easygoing motor travel 
by husband, wife, and two small 
children. 

We could have brought back 
$500 worth of souvenirs apiece un- 
der American customs regulations, 
and a good many tourists do. 


Carry souvenir money 


Forewarned is forearmed, so— 
if the budget permits—we’d advise 
carrying at least an extra $100 for 
use when the collecting bug bites. 

As a blase Manhattanite, what 
surprised me most was the magic 
blend of scenery and history to be 
found so close by. In the Sleepy 
Hollow country, less than 20 miles 
north of the city limits, we spent 
enchanted hours roaming through 
“Sunnyside,” the quaint, gabled 
house where Washington Irving 
spent 24 years of his life. Then we 
moved on a few miles to Philipse 
Castle, a Dutch estate dating from 
1683, where an old grist mill 
clacked away cheek by jowl with 
the original slave quarters. 

At West Point, not far upstream, 
we saw the great, gray battlements 
of the United States MilitaryAcad- 
emy rising against a backdrop of 
the Hudson Highlands. Here, the 
Hudson winds between high, rock

We _ looked _ longingly 
across at the blue outline of ty 
Catskill Mountains, which «im 
hadn’t time to visit, but recom | 
mend to travelers with an extra da 
to spend in Rip Van Winktj 
country. At Albany, we stoppt 
just long enough to walk up 
‘million-dollar staircase” in ti 
capitol—it cost a million becau 
the contractors spent state mom 
to pay off grafters. 

And having traveled along 
so long, we then proceeded to sas 
ple some—the waters of the Sa 
toga Spa, where people have be 
coming since Indian days. 

Fort Ticonderoga is on the 
to the superhighway up Whitelat 
Mountain, one of the highest oft 
Adirondacks. At the foot of # 
towering peak, Santa Claus hot 
court in Santa Claus Village, whet 
reindeer wander up to be fed!

And just a few miles distant is 
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sable Chasm, one of the most satis- 
fying of all natural wonders. 


Montreal and Quebec 


The memories come thick and 
fast. Montreal, a blend of the early 
and modern, where we rode a 
“caleche,”’ a horse-drawn carriage, 
up leafy roads to the top of Mount 
Royal. Finally, the goal of all tour- 
ists who love history unspoiled— 
Quebec. 

From our room at the Chateau 
Frontenac, one of the world’s great 
hotels, we could look down on the 
quaint Lower Town, with its 
ancient buildings and winding 
streets. We walked down a long 
stairway and through the little 
street called “‘Sous le Cap” (Un- 
derneath the Hill). This is the nar- 
rowest street in the New World, 
barely wide enough for a single 
car. Churches where the French 
mariners worshiped; bells chiming 
all day long; robed and cowled Ca- 
puchin friars; the tumbling white 
curtain of Montmorency Falls, 
higher than Niagara—these are 
only a few of the memories we car- 
ried away from Quebec. 

Outside the city itself, as we dis- 
covered, there are scores of little 
villages, each with its church and 
mansard-roof houses, which have 
their own quaint charm. Our route 
took us up the Chaudiere River, 
toward the Maine border. 


Maine’s rock-bound coast 

I think back now to a few hours 
ina rented boat on one of the lakes 
south of Jackman, Maine, trolling 
for lake trout and _ satisfyingly 
catching one. Driving down the 
tumbling Kennebec River, which 
once carried the great log drives of 
northern Maine. Dining on lobster 
at a roadside tavern. And finally, 
at dusk, curving along a road un- 
der great headlands with the At- 
lantic pounding rocks beside us. 

We had arrived at Bar Harbor, 
surely the high point of any visit to 
the New England coast—Bar Har- 
bor and Acadia National Park. 

What came afterward, as we 
drove down the coast, was a con- 
stantly changing procession of vil- 
lages with white clapboard houses; 
winding roads sweet with the scent 
of bayberry and pine, curving 
along the ocean’s edge; short boat 
trips to the islands ‘‘out in the 
bay,” and finally Portland. 

A family of four can figure gas 
and oil at roughly $75; food at $20 
per day, or $260 for the trip; lodg- 
ing at $10 a day, or $130, and mis- 
cellaneous items, including tolls 


and admission fees, at an even $35' 


—a total of $500 for the tour. This 
can be shaved by using tourist cab- 
ins instead of motels, or by staying 
outside Quebec instead of at 
the Chateau Frontenac. But we 
recommend the Chateau as a rare 
experience in hotel visits, worth the 
extra amount it costs.

Seeond day (about 150 miles): 

Lake George. Via U.S. 9, just 27 
miles from Saratoga Springs. Shore- 
line cruise leaves Lake George at 
11 a.m., returns 12:30 p.m.—$2 
per person. Lake George Battle- 
ground Park contains monument 
to Father Jogues, martyred by 
Indians; ruins of Fort George, and 
picnic area. 

Fort Ticonderoga. Take State 9N, 
one of the loveliest roads in the 
North, along Lake George 37 miles 
to Ticonderoga; follow signs to 
“Fort Ti.” Built by the French in 
1755, this bastion was often a bat- 
tleground. Restoration by Stephen 
H. P. Pell began in 1909. One of 
the finest museums of Colonial life, 
attracts 100,000 visitors annually. 
Admission 90 cents; children un- 
der 12, free. Mount Hope Fort, 
northeast of village, a restored 
blockhouse, admission free. Mount 
Defiance Highway ($1.20 per car) 
follows trail blazed by British in 
1777 when they mounted cannon 
atop the peak, forcing Americans 
to surrender Fort Ticonderoga. 

Adirondacks, Whiteface Mountain 
Highway, and Santa Claus Village. Up 
Lake Champlain on State 22 to 
Westport (25 miles); then on 9N 
into the Adirondacks, through 
Elizabethtown and Keene, joining 
86A and following it to Lake 
Placid. (Olympic Arena—ice skat- 
ing in summer; magnificent estates 
and hotels on Placid and Mirror 
lakes.)

Your pet and mine

My collie has several areas on 
his body at which he bites until they 
are raw. The hair in these places is 
gone, the skin is red and wet-looking, 
and he keeps licking and chewing at 
these sores.— Mrs. F. R.. Ohio. 

The skin lesions you describe are 
a form of moist, weeping eczema, 
commonly called “‘hot spots” by 
dog owners. These occur mostly 
during the summer months; ap- 
parently the hot weather aggra- 
vates them. 

When one of these lesions ap- 
pears, the hair on and around it 
should be shaved away, the area 
thoroughly scrubbed with soap, 
water. Now apply a piece of cotton, 
dried well, and a household astrin- 
gent. Most veterinarians prefer to 
hospitalize the dog during the time 
this condition is acute (or if lesion 
is deep), because of the discomfort 
the dog experiences. If the condi- 
tion is extensive, it is best to consult 
a veterinarian. 


Can I give bones to my dog?— 
Miss L. D., Oklahoma. 

Dogs should never be allowed to 
chew up and swallow bones. They 
do like to chew on bones and, on 
occasion, a large knuckle bone or 
leg bone that cannot be chewed up, 
slivered, and swallowed can be 
given to them. However, the small 
bones, such as rib or chop bones, or 
chicken bones, should not be given. 
Dogs have some hydrochloric acid 
in their systems which will digest 
bone, but if they get too much bone, 
the bowel may become clogged and 
damage be done. 


My rabbit flops his ears, and I 
notice they are brown and crusty 
with scabs in the ear canal. What 
does this mean, and what can be 
done?—Mrs. T. L., Illinois. 

The scabs are the result of ear 
mites. If an oily solution consisting 
of one part tetrachloroethylene and 
| nine parts mineral oil is put in the 
ear with a medicine dropper and 
let stand overnight, the scabs can 
easily be removed with the aid of 
tweezers and cotton swabs. This 
procedure will probably have to be 
repeated several times at weekly 
intervals to correct the condition, 





What breed of dog can I buy for a 
pet that can be housed outdoors all 
year?—Mrs. R. S. P., New York. 

One of the medium-size or large 
breeds will do better outdoors than 
a smaller dog. Long-haired breeds, 
such as the springer, setter, or col- 
lie, have coats that protect them 
against the cold; however, any dog 
should have a_ well-constructed, 
dry house, slightly off the ground, 
situated in a spot in the yard that is 
protected from the weather. In 
severely cold climates, it is a hu- 
mane act to provide some heat.
